A BOIT -150 years ago Copernicus, the PohVli astronomer, was 
** arguing that the earth turns on its axis the same as a rou- 
lette wheel. One of his opponents' chief arguments -was that, if 
Copernicus were* correct, a stone, dropped from a tovser would 
fall quite a distance away from the tower instead of at the base 
W the tower. 


Copernicus patiently explained that the stone, being a part 


of the earth, naturally was moving along with 
the- earth and 


therefore remained close to the tower even while falling. 


His opponents then pointed out that a 'stone, dropped from 


a fast-moving ship, would hit the water at some distance behind 
the ship instead of dropping ''straight down" the side. 
Coper- 


nicus answered that the stone -was a part of the earth but not a 
part of the ship, so it dropped in ?. straight line down toward the 
center of the earth instead of trying to keep up with the moving 
Ship. 


So the arguments continued. After the lapse of more than 


four centuries, the thing impressing us most is the fact that it 
was not until Copernicus had been dead 100 years that the ex- 
periment actually was tried, of dropping the stone from a tower 
to check up lis theory. 


If Copernicus were living today and advancing such a the- 


ory, it wouldn't be five minutes until some one would be hot- 
footing out to find a tower and learn whether he waa right or 
wrong. 


This is one of the most remarkable characteristics
